9. Applicant is to elect a single species of Vitamin C metabolite from those recited in 
the dependent claims and a plasma-soluble metal salt of ascorbic acid from those 
recited in the specification and identify which claims read on the elected combination. It 
is noted that aldonic acid is a type of monosaccharide and not a specific compound.
